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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  BY 
MAYOR  LESTER  H.  BURNHAM, 
JANUARY  2,  1956 
LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN: 

VVc  assemble  here  today  to  organize  our  city  government  for 
a  period  of  two  years. 

It  is  the  beginning  .  .  .  both  of  a  new  year  and  a  new  admin- 
istration. And  it  is  an  occasion  on  which  I  feel  it  is  more  fitting  to 
preview  some  imminent  municipal  aflfairs  than  to  review  those  al- 
ready resolved  and  behind  us. 

First,  we  propose  the  purchase  of  90-day  Treasury  notes.  This 
would  ofTset  part  of  the  cost  of  short  term  loans  in  the  financing  of 
city  expenditures  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

We  propose  to  try  the  consolidation  of  rubbish  and  garbage 
collection.  We  believe  this  would  establish  efficiency  and  reduce 
costs. 

We  plan  the  establishment  of  a  long-range  aviation  program. 
This  would  be  established  through  a  proposed  aviation  fund  ac- 
count with  Federal  and  State  matching  funds,  and  a  new  rental 
agreement  which,  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  should  amount  to 
$60,000  to  provide  for  aviation  improvement  with  practically  no 
additional  burden  to  our  citizens  or  our  tax  rate. 

We  plan  the  gradual  conversion  of  heating  our  city-operated 
buildings  by  oil-fire  heat.  This  will  continue  the  program  which 
last  year  saw  the  conversion  of  each  of  our  four  firehouses  with 
increased  efficiency  and  economy. 

During  the  year  1955,  approximately  320  new  homes  were 
built  in  Nashua.  Eighty  per  cent  of  these  were  serviced  with  the 
city's  sewer  system.  We  expect  the  same  number  of  homes  will  be 
built  this  year  and  we  plan  to  service  these  anticipated  homes  where 
possible. 

Since  most  of  the  existing  sewers  have  now  reached  their  limit 
by  gravity  flow,  to  extend  sewer  service  to  some  homes,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  use  a  pump.  Some  other  homes  will  have  to  be  con- 
nected with  private  disposal  systems  until  such  time  as  the  city  is 
able  to  install  a  treatment  plant.  Such  treatment  plants  are  now 
necessary  by  law  for  all  new  sewer  outfaJls  in  either  the  Nashua  or 
Merrimack  Rivers. 

The  impact  of  these  laws  is  already  felt  by  the  City  of  Nashua 
in  the  mandate  to  free  Salmon  Brook  of  pollution  within  the  next 
two  years.  v 

While  the  pollution  of  Salmon  Brook  is  insignificant  compared 
to  the  two  rivers,  this  cost  will  amount  to  approximately  $23,000. 
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These  are  some  of  the  proposals  which  are  imminent  as  we 
pause  to  assess  our  present  growth  .  .  .  and  anticipate  our  growth  in 
the  future. 

The  expansion  of  our  city  should  be  studied  and  planned  .  .  . 
both  as  to  the  welfare  of  our  people,  the  quality  and  extension  of 
construction,  and  the  services  rendered  to  maintain  our  city  in  a 
manner  of  which  we  can  be  proud. 

This  is  an  era  of  atomics  and  electronics.  May  I  say  that  every 
one  of  us  will  be  called  upon  to  use  his  wisdom  and  his  energy  for 
the  potential  economic  development  before  us.  If  we  share  our 
knowledge  and  earnest  efforts,  I  am  confident  we  shall  succeed  in 
our  job  to  make  Nashua  a  better  place  for  us  all. 

And  finally,  I  wish  for  all  Nashuans  a  Very  Happy  and 
Prosperous  New  Year.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  City  of  Nashua  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1956,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  your  request.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  Hsted  are  included  as  part 
of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  city  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  city  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  An  examination  was  made  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
vouchers,  payrolls  and  cancelled  checks  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  accepted  standards  of  audit  procedure.  Receipts  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  com- 
parison with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  taxpayers  whose  accounts  appeared  to 
be  delinquent  according  to  the  Collector's  records.

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN: 

Gentlemen: 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  7  Chapter  IV  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Nashua  (1950),  I  submit,  herewith,  my  recommen- 
dations for  the  necessary  amount  of  money  which  should  be  appropriated  for 
the  several  departments  and  other  needs  of  the  City  of  Nashua  for  the  year 
1956;  and,  for  the  purposes  of  Section  3  Part  1  of  Chapter  VII  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  each  item  of  this  budget  shall  be 
considered  as  a  separate  appropriation. 

For  convenience,  account  numbers  have  been  assigned  to  each  item  of 
the  budget.  When  a  department  makes  an  expenditure,  it  will  be  charged 
on  their  books  to  their  appropriate  account  number.  All  departments  will 
make  regular  monthly  reports  to  the  Mayor's  office  of  their  monthly 
expenditures  and  unexpended  balances  under  each  item.  These  reports  will 
be  consolidated  on  a  master  sheet  and  kept  on  file  in  the  Mayor's  office  for 
the  convenience  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  inspection  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

Each  department  has  been  given  a  different  key  alphabetical  letter  to 
identify  its  own  individual  itemizations.  In  order  that  comparisons  may 
readily  be  made  between  departments  of  their  expenditures  for  comparable 
items  or  to  determine  easily  total  City  spending  for  certain  specific  items, 
the  account  numbers  are  uniform.  There  are  18  standard  items,  some  of 
which  appear  in  the  budgets  of  all  departments.  These  standard  items  all 
carry  the  same  account  numbers  throughout  all  departments.  Within  any 
one  or  more  of  these  standard  breakdowns  there  may  be  further  subdivisions 
which  are  indicated  by  the  decimal  point  and  additional  numbered  classifi- 
cations. Any  item  listed  after  18  is  not  one  found  in  the  other  departments, 
thus  all  items  beginning  with  19  are  peculiar  to  the  department  concerned.

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1956. 

The  Board  met  on  January  1st  1956  and  organized  by  electing  R.  Soucy, 
Chairman;  R.  F.  Girouard,  Purchasing  Agent;  M.  G.  Riviere,  Clerk. 
OPERATING   PERSOxNNEL 

The  operating  personnel  on  the  two  platoon  system  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment was  as  follows;  Chief,  Senior  Deputy,  Junior  Deputy,  2nd  Junior 
Deputy,  Supt.  of  Fire  Alarm,  Master  Mechanic,  7  Captains,  6  Lieutenants, 
54  Privates,  23  Call  Privates.

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

During  the  year  1956  a  total  of  3,932  calls  were  made  of  dwellings, 
mercantile,  manufacturing  establishments,  schools,  churches,  orphanages, 
clubs,  public  places  of  assembly  and  new  oil  burner  installations. 

Many  investigations  were  conducted  with  the  cooperation  of  officials 
from  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office,  the  Police  Department,  Board  of 
Health,  State  Labor  Board  and  from  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Underwriters, 
both  State  and  National  Departments. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  extended  us  from  the  Officials 
of  the  various  manufacturing  plants,  the  merchants,  the  administrators  of 
institutions,  and  also  the  owners  and  occupants  of  dwellings  in  carrying  out 
our  recommendations. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Nashua  Telegraph  and  Radio  Station 
W.  O.  T.  W.  for  the  assistance  in  conveying  our  messages  on  Fire  Prevention 
to  the  general  Public. 

DRILL    MASTER 

The  following  is  a  report  on  the  drills  conducted  by  your  Drill  Master 
for  the  period  beginning  February   15th  to  December  31st   1956. 

Number  of  drills  held  92.  Time  consumed  drilling  approximately  225 
hours. 

27  drills  on  First  Aid  (all  phases).  6  drills  on  Chemistry  of  fire  including 
fire  extinguishers.  13  drills  on  operation  of  Fire  Department  pumps.  Some 
of  these  pump  drills  were  held  at  Salmon  Brook  thereby  enabling  the  men  to 
work  the  apparatus  with  tangible  results.  Others  also  included  working  with 
hydrants.  12  drills  on  the  E  &  J  Resuscitator.  4  drills  on  the  Rockwood 
inline  foam  eductor.  12  ladder  drills  carrying,  raising  and  rescue  operations. 
Operations  on  the  Aerial  ladder  also  included,  hooking  up  of  the  ladder 
pipe  for  use  as  a  water  tower.  2  drills  on  use  of  acetylene  torch,  6  drills  on 
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use  of  master  stream  nozzles,  such  as  deck  pipes  and  deluge  sets.  4  drills  on 
Hydraulics  and  fire  streams  comprising  of  hose,  nozzles,  pressures,  friction 
loss  and  GPM  discharge.   3  drills  rope,   knots  used  in   Fire  Department,   3 
drills  on  use  of  cellar  pipes,  distributor  nozzles  and  dewatering  siphon. 
The  Call  Men  were  given  9  two  hour  drills. 

-Aside  from  drilling  some  time  was  spent  in  breaking  in  the  men  on 
driving  and  operation. 

The  Drillmaster  also  assisted  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  in  setting 
up  Drills  at  St.  Josephs  Hospital  Nurses'  Home  and  as  a  result  of  this,  two 
drills  were  held  at  said  home.  One  drill  was  on  use  of  their  Fire  Extin- 
guishers and  the  other  on  how  to  proceed  over  the  Aerial  Ladder. 

These  drills  were  conducted  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Sister  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Hospital. 

The  attention  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Officers  and  Men  was 
\ery  satisfactory  thereby  assuring  the  success  of  the  drill  program. 
FIRE   AL.\RM    SYSTEM 
During  the  year  of   1956   the  Fire  Alarm  Division   spent  considerable 
time    splicing    the    new   cable    which    had    been    pulled    into    the    ducts    the 
preceding  year  and  also  the  aerial  cable  was  installed. 

Four  new  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  were  installed  during  the  year. 
Considerable    time   was   spent   on    changing   over   circuits   and    making 
other  necessary  changeov-ers  due  to  poles  being  replaced  all  over  the  City. 

After  the  new  cable  was  spliced  the  old  cable  was  pulled  out  of  the 
underground  ducts  and  sold  for  metal  in  same.  This  item  netted  the  City 
of  Nashua  a  very  sizable  sum.

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ANNUAL    ACTIVITIES    REPORT    1956 
PARK  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

LAKE  STREET  SCHOOL 

This  property  was  turned  over  to  this  department  from  the  Lands  and 
Buildings  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  At  the  direction  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  this  building  was  repaired,  walls  and 
ceilings  were  painted,  windows  replaced,  floors  were  sanded  and  oiled.  A 
boiler  which  was  salvaged  from  the  Priest  property  on  East  Pearl  Street 
which  the  City  purchased  and  tore  down  for  a  parking  lot.  was  installed 
complete  with  a  high  pressure  gun  type  burner.  A  thousand  gallon  oil  tank, 
also  salvaged  from  the  same  property,  was  also  installed.  Upon  completion 
of  renovation  proceedings,  an  open  house  to  the  general  public  was  held. 
At  this  time,  the  Commission  dedicated  the  building  as  a  Community  Center 
for  the  use  of  and  allocation  to  interested  groups.  Needless  to  say,  it  has 
been  in  constant  use  and  demand. 

SKATING  RINKS 
This  department  was  charged  with  the  task  of  maintaining  skating 
areas  at  South  Common;  Marshall  Street;  Little  League  Park;  Atherton 
Avenue  and  the  Textile  Field.  The  condition  of  these  rinks  was  from  fair 
to  good  dependent  on  the  weather  and  in  all  approximately  four  to  five 
weeks  of  skating  was  enjoyed  by  skating  enthusiasts. 

GREELEY    PARK 

The  band  stand,  which  has  been  a  landmark  for  years,  was  restored. 
The  flooring  was  removed  and  a  new  cement  floor  was  poured.  The  sides 
were  al?o  removed  and  rebuilt  and  a  new  shingle  roof  was  installed.  Several 
new  flower  beds  were  laid  out  and  annuals  of  different  varieties  were  plant- 
ed. All  plants  used  by  this  department  were  grown  in  our  greenhouses  at 
Greeley  Park.  These  greenhouses  are  heated  by  the  same  boiler  which  heats 
the  maintenance  buildings  and  the  plants  are  grown  at  a  minimum  of  ex- 
pense. This  year,  through  the  generosity  of  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  L. 
Barker  Foundation,  a  chain  link  fence  was  given  to  the  city  and  installed 
by  the  donors.  The  chain  link  fence  is  six  feet  high  and  runs  for  several 
hundred  feet  dividing  the  Park  land  and  the  land  formerly  of  the  Swart 
Estate.  The  fire  place  area  was  enjoyed  by  countless  numbers  of  families. 
Since  its  inception,  this  area  has  proven  to  be  the  most  popular  of  the  Park 
areas. 

CENTENNIAL  POOL 
The  immediate  area  outside  the  pool  along  Sargent  Avenue  was  com- 
pletely landscaped  and  seeded.  A  new  pump  was  installed  at  the  pool  to 
pump  surplus  water  from  the  discharge  area  into  the  sewer  line.  This  in- 
stallation increased  the  operating  efficiency  of  the  pool.  Asphalt  gutters  were 
constructed  so  that  surplus  drainage  would  be  carried  off  rather  than  puddle 
the  seeded  areas.  This  pool  was  open  for  eleven  weeks  and  enjoyed  by  the 
citizenry.  More  baskets  were  added  this  year  to  provide  better  checking 
facilities  as  attendance  soared. 

BASEBALL  AND  SOFTBALL  FIELDS 
With  the  advent  of  spring,  all  baseball  and  softball  fields  were  put  into 
playing  condition.  This  included  the  filling  of  all  holes,  installing  plates  and 
mounds,  fertilizing  and  top  dressing  and  needed,  making  new  player's 
benches  and  maintenance  as  dictated.  The  Marshall  Street  and  South  Com- 
mon baseball  fields  were  disc  harrowed,  leveled  and  seeded.  This  depart- 
ment maintains  twelve  such  fields  located  at  various  points  throughout 
the  City. 
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HOLMAN    STADIUM 

The  Holman  Stadium  remains  the  focal  point  of  athletic  activities  for 
the  City.  This  year  it  was  used  by  the  High  School  Varsity  Football,  Base- 
ball and  Track  teams.  The  High  School  J.V's  used  the  Stadium  for  their 
football  activities.  The  Junior  High  School  football  and  baseball  teams  were 
also  located  at  the  Stadium.  It  was  also  used  by  the  James  E.  Coffey  Post 
Jr.  Baseball  Program.  The  Park-Recreation  Ward  League — Minor  League 
and  Playground  League  also  used  this  fine  athletic  plant.  It  is  also  used 
for  diverse  activities  as  requested  by  various  civic  and  social  agencies. 

FIELD'S    GROVE 

With  the  advent  of  the  summer  season.  Field's  Grove  was  readied  for 
a  busy  summer.  The  chlorinator  was  checked  and  serviced  for  trouble  free 
performance  during  the  swimming  season.  Di\'ing  boards  and  slide  apparatus 
were  installed  and  checked.  Partitions  in  the  bath  house  were  renewed 
and  the  outside  areas  were  cleaned  from  accumulated  debris.  Playground 
and  picnic  apparatus  were  installed.  The  attendance  at  this  pool  reached  a 
record   high. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Part  of  the  curbing  at  Foster  Square  was  replaced.  This  piece  had 
evidently  been  knocked  out  as  a  result  of  an  accident  at  the  location.  A 
new  merry-go-round  was  installed  at  the  Atherton  Avenue  playground.  The 
railing  at  Field's  Grove  Bridge  was  completely  repaired.  The  Rancourt 
Street  playground  was  relocated.  Movable  backboards  were  installed  at 
Charlote  Ave.  School;  Fairground  School  and  the  Junior  High  School  to 
accommodate  the  newly  formed  Biddy  League.  Installed  new  lights  at  Fair- 
ground skating  rink — new  skating  area  designated  by  the  Commission.  A 
new  baseball  field  was  set  up  and  backstop  installed  at  the  East  Dunstable 
Road  area.  A  new  tennis  court  was  installed  at  Textile  Field. 

In  addition,  this  department  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  all 
its  equipment  both  playground  and  motorized.  The  normal  maintenance  re- 
quirements as  dictated  were  accomplished.  This  is  meant  to  include  all 
baseball  and  softball  fields;  Holman  Stadium;  Both  Swimming  Pools;  The 
Arlington  St.  Community  Building  and  the  Lake  Street  Community 
Building;  Eleven  Playgrounds  as  designated  by  the  Commission;  Greeley 
Park  and  the  varied  small  parks  located  throughout  the  city.  Also,  the  spray- 
ing and  the  trimming  of  trees  on  city  property. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  for  their  fine  cooperation.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  recreational  activities  directed  by  me 
and  sponsored  by  the  Park  Recreation  Commission  during  the  year  of  1956. 

SKATING 

The  skating  season  for  1956  was  very  good.  We  had  several  days  of 
good  skating.  We  had  skating  rinks  at  South  Common,  Little  League  Park, 
Marshall  Street,  Textile  and  Atherton  Avenue.  Several  adults  as  well  as  the 
children  took  advantage  of  these  rinks.  South  Common  and  Marshall  Street 
had  the  greatest  attendance. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

We  operated  eleven  playgrounds  this  season  under  supervision.  They 
were  situated  at  the  following  places;  Atherton,  Belvidere,  Fairgrounds, 
North  Common,  Palm  Street,  Rancourt,  Shattuck,  South  Common,  Sullivan 
Park,  Temple  Street,  and  Textile.  We  also  had  play  areas  at  Greeley  Park 
and  at  the  Fields  Grove  Swimming  Pool,  where  there  are  several  pieces  of 
equipment  for  the  children  to  use. 

Our  regular  playgrounds  were  supervised  for  a  nine  week  period. 
They  were  open  daily  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  four-forty- 
five  in  the  afternoon,  Monday  through  Friday  and  Saturday  morning  from 
nine  o'clock  until  eleven-forty-five.  All  the  playgrounds  had  a  boy  and  girl 
attendant  during  these  hours. 

The  playground  schedule  was  arranged  so  all  age  groups  could  parti- 
cipate and  be  supervised.  The  younger  children  played  bean  bag,  ring  toss, 
dodge  ball,  horse-shoes,  singing  games,  stix,  tag  games,  checkers,  etc. 

The  older  children  played  more  active  games,  such  as,  badminton, 
Softball,  volley  ball,  soccer,  tether  ball,  hand  tennis,  deck  tennis,  hand  ball, 
tennis,  touch  football,  baseball,  horseshoes,  etc. 

During  the  hot  period  of  the  day  the  schedule  was  planned  so  the 
children  played  quiet  games,  such  as,  card  games  and  puzzles,  or  they  had 
a  period  for  reading,  coloring,  or  story  telling,  etc. 

The  playgrounds  were  equipped  with  the  following  apparatus:  swings, 
slide,  sand  box,  baby  swing,  see-saws,  horseshoes,  v-olley  ball,  basketball, 
badminton,  ring  toss,  bean  bag,  tether  ball,  etc.  We  have  Merry-Go-Rounds 
on  the  following  playgrounds:  Atherton,  South  Common,  North  Common, 
Belvidere,  Textile,  Temple  Street,  Sullivan  Park,  and  Rancourt. 

Basketball  Courts  are  available  for  the  children  on  South  Common, 
North  Common,  Atherton,  Belvidere,  Temple  Street,  Sullivan  Park,  and 
Textile. 

We  now  have  ten  tennis  courts  available  for  the  children  as  well  as  for 
the  adults.  These  courts  are  located  as  follows:  four  courts  at  North  Com- 
mon, two  at  South  Common,  two  at  Arlington  Street  (Crown  Hill),  and 
two  built  this  past  season  at  Textile.  The  children  on  the  playground  where 
these  courts  were  available  made  use  of  these. 
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In  conjunction  with  our  playground  program,  we  operated  a  Play- 
ground Baseball  League.  The  boy  attendants  at  the  playground  coached 
these  teams.  They  taught  these  boys  the  fundamentals  of  baseball  and  in- 
structed them  in  good  sportsmanship.  We  had  about  225  boys  playing  ball 
in  this  league.  This  league  has  been  a  great  asset  to  our  program  as  it  has 
given  the  younger  children  and  the  physically  handicapped  a  chance  to  play. 

During  the  season  we  played  70  baseball  games  in  this  league.  The 
champions  of  the  league  was  South  Common  team.  This  team  was  presented 
the  Scott  Jeweler  Trophy,  which  is  presented  annually  by  this  company  to 
the  playground  baseball  champions. 

For  the  girls  we  had  softball  teams,  volley  ball  and  basketball  teams. 
As  only  Behidere,  Atherton,  Temple,  Textile,  Shattuck,  South  Common, 
and  Sullivan  Park  had  teams,  we  did  not  have  an  organized  league  in 
these  sports  but  the  girls  visited  the  different  playgrounds  during  the  season 
to  play   these   games. 

The  older  boys  had  a  basketball  league.  The  league  was  limited  to  the 
playgrounds  where  a  basketball  court  was  available. 

Every  week  we  had  a  special  activity  such  as  the  following:

The  winners  of  these  contests  were  presented  a  ribbon  or  a  trophy. 

Our  average  daily  attendance  at  our  eleven  playgiounds  was  approxi- 
mately 1800.  The  largest  attendance  was  at  Atherton  with  Sullivan  Park 
and  South  Common  the  runners  up. 

Previous  to  the  closing  of  the  playgrounds,  we  held  the  annual 
Championship  Day  at  Holman  Stadium.  This  year  this  program  was 
sponsored  by  the  Nashua  Lodge  #720  B.P.O.E.  This  was  the  fourth  annual 
championship  day  program.  We  had  300  boys  and  girls  participating  and 
representing  the  eleven  playgrounds.  Judge  Bolic  Degasis  was  the  chairman 
of  the  day  and  was  assisted  by  members  of  the  Elks,  Park  Recreation  Com- 
mission, and  Playground  attendants.  In  planning  this  program,  I  arranged 
it  so  that  all  age  groups  could  participate.  The  program  consisted  of  the 
following  events,  basketball  foul  shooting,  horseshoes,  races,  ball  throwing, 
ring  toss,  bean  bags,  checkers,  pie  eating  contest,  etc.  The  winners  of  the 
events  were  presented  trophies  donated  by  the  Elks.  All  participants  were 
treated  to  hot  dogs,  ice  cream,  and  tonic  donated  by  the  Elks  Lodge. 

On  the  closing  day  of  our  playground  season  we  had  our  annual  play- 
ground parties  for  the  children.  We  had  about  2,500  boys  and  girls  present 
at  these  parties  held  at  the  various  playgrounds.  The  members  of  the  Park 
Recreation  Commission,  Board  of  Aldermen,  Elks,  and  citizens  visited  the 
playgrounds  with  me  and  served  the  children  ice  cream,  lollipops,  gum, 
candy,  cookies,  and  balloons.  After  the  "sweets"  the  children  played  games 
and   prizes   were   awarded   the   winners. 
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At  Atherton  Avenue,  Chairman  Dambroise  presented  the  Playground 
Trophy  to  Pauline  Berthiaume  and  Donald  Jean,  the  playground  attendants, 
for  having  the  largest  attendance  for  the  season.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Youth  Committee  of  the  B.  P.  O.  Elks  pre.-ented  a  check  to  Chairman 
Dambroise  to  help  in  defraying  the  expense  of  the  parties.  Others  who 
helped  in  making  these  parties  possible  were:  Mr.  Norman  Jeannotte,  Mr. 
Philip  Lamoy,  and  Mr.  Roger  Duhamel. 

HANDICRAFT 

In  conjunction  with  our  playground  program  we  have  our  handicraft 
classes.  This  year  the  classes  were  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Jean  Rud- 
man.  The  program  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  interesting.  The  in- 
structress visited  the  playgrounds  in  rotation  on  an  average  of  about  once 
a  week.  She  taught  the  children  to  make  interesting  and  worthwhile  articles. 
The  classes  were  so  planned  as  to  give  all  age  groups  a  chance  to  make  some 
article.  These  classes  were  also  planned  so  that  the  children  had  a  chance 
to  develop  ideas  of  their  own  and  develop  skill  in  hand  work. 

Some  of  the  articles  made  this  year  were:  baskets,  decorated  boxes, 
painted  trays,  painted  plates,  bean  bags,  pin  cushions,  yarn  dolls,  felt  animal 
toys,  stuffed  animals,  gimp  bracelets,  gimp  necklaces,  felt  and  straw  bags, 
napkin  holders,  pencil  boxes,  calendars,  jewelry  (purses,  earrings,  pins, 
necklace-,  brooches,  rings,  etc.),  place  mats,  table  mats,  leather  articles 
(billfolds,  purses,  comb  cases,  wrist  purses,  etc.),  painted  tile  plaques,  em- 
bioidery  work,  weaving,  braided  mats,  jewelry  boxes,  U.  S.  Flower  Maps, 
pipe  cleaner  art,  book  markers,  pot  holders,  colored  wall  plaques,  art  work, 
etc. 

WADING    POOLS 

Our  wading  pools  were  very  attractive  to  the  youngsters,  especially 
during  the  very  hot  season.  The  pools  were  kept  in  condition  having  been 
cleaned  every  day  by  the  attendants  at  the  playgrounds.  We  have  six  of  these 
pools  in  addition  to  the  pool  at  Greeley  Park.  The  pools  are  located  at  Bel- 
videre,  Atherton,  South  Common,  Textile,  Sullivan  Park,  and  Temple 
Street. 

GREELEY    PARK 

Greeley  Park  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parks  in  our  state. 
The  park  now  has  twenty  outdoor  fireplaces  which  the  public  can  use  at  no 
expense  to  them.  In  the  vicinity  of  the  fireplaces  are  picnic  tables  large 
enough  to  accomodate  a  family  group.  The  fireplaces  are  in  constant  use 
all   during  the  picnic  season. 

For  the  children  at  the  park  we  have  a  play  area  equipped  with 
swings,  baby  swings,  slides,  jungle  gym,  see-saws,  etc.  We  also  have  a  wading 
pool  for  the  youngsters.  There  is  a  rest  room  and  several  lawn  swings  on 
the  park  for  the  general  public.  On  the  east  side  of  the  park  we  have  soft- 
ball  diamonds  which  can  be  used  for  club  outings,  etc. 

TENNIS  CLASSES 

This  year  we  had  our  first  organized  tennis  classes.  We  had  75  boys  and 
girls  registered  and  they  were  taught  the  fundamentals  of  tennis. 

Classes  were  held  four  nights  a  week  at  North  Common,  South  Com- 
mon, Crown  Hill,  and  Textile.  Miss  Dorothy  Cormier  was  the  instructress 
for  these  classes. 
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SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Centennial  Pool  proved  to  be  one  of  the  very  busy  spots  during  the 
summer.  We  operated  the  pool  from  10:00  A.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M.  daily.  Mr. 
Joseph  Lee  supervised  the  pool.  He  was  assisted  by  four  life  guards.  The 
matron,  Mrs.  Helen  Desmarais,  at  the  pool,  rendered  first  aid  and  had 
charge  of  the  checking.  I  visited  this  pool  on  an  average  of  twice  a  day. 
This  pool  has  been  a  great  addition  to  our  recreational  system  both  for  the 
children  and   the  adults. 

Fields  Grove,  our  other  swimming  spot  proved  also  to  be  an  attractive 
place  for  our  citizens,  and  it  was  a  very  busy  place.  Mr.  Dennis  Noonan  was 
the  supervisor  at  this  pool  and  he  was  assisted  by  four  lifeguards  and  a 
matron.  Mrs.  Esther  Booth  was  the  matron  again  this  year  having  been 
associated  with  us  for  six  years.  She  had  charge  of  the  bathhouse  and  ren- 
dered first  aid  when  it  was  necessary. 

The  pools  were  operated  for  a  12  week  period. 

The  water  at  both  pools  was  checked  and  inspected  frequently  by  the 
Local  and  State  Board  of  Health.  They  found  the  water  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  swimming  classes  were  again  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Anne 
McWeeney.  She  was  assisted  by  Miss  Constance  Canfield  and  Miss  Sheila 
Sullivan.  They  also  acted  as  guards  when  they  were  not  assisting  Miss  Mc- 
Weeney. 

SWIM  PROGRAM 

The  1956  swim  program  was  a  most  successful  one  from  the  point  of 
view  of  enrollment,  sustained  attendance,  and  results  accomplished.  Eleven 
Hundred  were  enrolled  in  the  program  at  both  pools.  This  included  children, 
adults,  and  one  12-year-old  blind  girl. 

The  largest  proportional  increase  was  in  the  adult  class.  Two  years  ago 
there  were  four  women  in  this  group;  last  year  the  number  increased  to 
eight;  this  season  the  enrollment  jumped  to  thirty-two.  This  is  a  very  satisfy- 
ing group  to  teach.  Many  of  them  have  a  real  fear  of  the  water;  some  of 
them  are  more  than  fifty  years  old,  and  it  takes  a  good  deal  of  courage  at 
that  age  to  undertake  something  that  children  do  so  easily.  Classes  were 
held  for  adults  in  the  evening.  E,very  adult  in  the  classes  for  the  past  three 
years  has  learned  to  swim,  although  two  of  the  women  in  last  year's  group 
didn't  learn  until  the  end  bi  this  season. 

Teaching  the  blind  girl  was  both  interesting  and  challenging.  She 
couldn't  join  one  of  the  regular  day-time  classes,  for  she  needed  individual 
attention,  so  she  came  for  her  lessons  in  the  evenings  before  the  adult  classes. 
She  learned  to  float,  swim  on  her  back,  and  do  the  front  crawl  stroke. 

Life  saving  classes  were  larger  this  year  with  68  enrolled;  the  interest 
was  sustained  right  through  to  the  end  of  what  is  a  very  rigorous  training. 

Aquatic  Field  Days  were  held  at  both  pools  with  demonstrations  of 
each  of  the  steps  in  swimming  and  diving,  demonstrations  of  swimming 
strokes  by  the  adult  groups,  and  of  life  saving  rescues  and  techniques  by 
the  life  saving  classes.  The  Nashua  Kiwanis  Club  helped  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of   these   days. 

Constance  Canfield,  a  Red  Cross  Water  Safety  Instructor,  was  an 
excellent  assistant  at  the  Centennial  Pool.  Mrs.  Robert  Whitney,  an  ex- 
perienced swimming  instructor,  volunteered  to  help  at  the  Centennial  Pool 
during  July  on  the  days  when  Miss  McWeeney  was  at  Fields  Grove.  Sheila 
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Sullivan,  the  assistant  at  Fields  Grove,  while  not  a  trained  instructor,  has 
had  two  years  of  teacher  training  and  quickly  learned  the  fundamentals  of 
teaching  beginners.  Ann  Sweeney,  a  life  saver  and  Water  Safety  Aide,  gave 
valuable  assistance  as  a  volunteer  three  days  a  week  during  the  summer  with 
the  classes  at  Fields  Grove.  The  three  girls  were  very  helpful  in  planning 
the  Aquatic  Days  and  assisting  with  the  clerical  work  which  takes  about 
15  hours  a  week.  This  consists  in  keeping  a  card  record  of  the  progress  of 
each  child  in  the  program  and  in  sending  in  weekly  reports  to  the 
Telegraph  and  to  Station  WOTW  of  the  skills  passed  by  the  children. 

DANCES 

We  also  sponsored  again  this  year  a  dance  where  "Miss  Teenager"  was 
selected  by  a  board  of  judges.  The  judges  were  Miss  Rose  Cerier,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  YWCA  and  Mr.  Arthur  Ryan,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  They  selected  Miss  Janith  Jaglowski  as  "Miss  Teen- 
ager." 

BASEBALL 

Our  Ward  Baseball  League  had  a  very  successful  season.  This  is  the 
eleventh  season  we  sponsored  this  league  to  care  for  the  boys  up  to  18  years 
of  age. 

The  league  consists  of  175  boys  ranging  in  the  ages  of  12  to  18  years. 
The  league  is  composed  of  eight  teams  namely  Ward  1,  Ward  2,  Ward  3, 
Wards  4-5,  Ward  6,  Ward  7,  Ward  8,  and  Ward  9. 

We  equipped  these  boys  with  uniforms.  We  supplied  the  bats  and  balls, 
and  the  catcher's  equipment.  The  only  equipment  the  boys  supplied  was  a 
glove  and  shoes.  In  a  few  cases  we  supplied  these  to  the  boys  who  were 
financially  unable  to  supply  their  own  and  showed  an  interest  in  the  league. 

Over  85  games  were  played  by  the  boys  during  the  season.  Our  All 
Star  Team  played  exhibition  games  with  Belmont,  Mass.  Legion  Team  and 
the  Wilton  Town  Team. 

In  the  playoffs  the  four  top  teams  in  the  league  at  the  close  of  the  sea- 
son participated.  They  were  Ward  8,  Ward  6,  Ward  7,  and  Ward  3.  Ward 
3  won  the  playoff  and  Ward  8  won  the  season  championship. 

Our  minor  Ward  League  for  boys  12  to  15  years  of  age  was  sponsored  for 
the  second  year.  The  league  has  been  a  great  addition  to  our  recreational 
system.  We  had  six  teams  in  the  league,  Yanks,  Braves,  Dodgers,  Indians, 
Redlegs,  and  Tigers.  We  had  1 30  boys  registered  in  this  league.  They  played 
63  games  during  the  season.  We  furnished  uniforms,  hats,  balls,  and 
catcher's  equipment  to  these  boys.  The  Redleg  team  was  the  season  champi- 
on. The  playoff  champions  were  the  Yankee  Team. 

SOFTBALL    LEAGUE 

The  Girls  Softball  League  completed  their  fifth  season.  We  had  140 
girls  playing  softball  this  season.  The  league  was  made  up  of  four  teams; 
the  Gold  Sox,  Blue  Sox,  Red  Sox,  and  Green  Sox. 

The  girls  played  54  games  during  the  season.  The  Blue  Sox  team  was 
the  season  champions. 

We  supplied  the  girls  with  uniforms,  bats,  balls,  and  catcher's  equip- 
ment. We  also  supplied  gloves  to  many  of  the  girls. 

PERMITS 

Our  baseball  and  softball  diamonds  were  in  constant  use  during  the 
season  by  the  Minor  League,  Ward  League,  Girls  Softball  League,  Industrial

League,  YWCA  League,  and  many  independent  teams.  I  issued  1 303  f>er- 
mits  during  the  season  for  the  use  of  these  diamonds.  These  diamonds  are 
located  at  the  following  areas;  North  Common — 1  Baseball  and  2  Softball 
diamonds,  Atherton — 1  Baseball  diamond  and  1  Softball  diamond,  Dike — 1 
Softball  diamond;  Marshall  Street — 1  Softball  and  1  Baseball,  South  Com- 
mon— combination  softball  and  baseball.  Textile- — 1  Baseball  and  1  Softball, 
Fairgrounds — 1  Softball,  Greeley — 1  Softball,  and  Four  Corners — I  Softball 
diamond. 

Little  League  Park,  I  reserved  exclusively  for  the  Little  League  and 
issued  a  permit  for  the  season  to  them. 

Holman  Stadium,  I  reserved  for  the  High  School,  Junior  High,  Ward 
League,  Legion,  Minor  League,  etc.  I  issued  85  permits  for  this  area.  This 
does  not  include  the  practice  sessions  held  by  various  teams. 

Our  tennis  courts  located  at  North  Common,  South  Common  and 
Crown  Hill,  and  Textile,  were  used  by  the  High  School,  Junior  High,  our 
own  tennis  classes,  and  a  few  independent  groups.  I  issued  78  permits  for 
the  use  of  these  courts. 

BASKETBALL  COURTS 

Our  seven  outdoor  basketball  courts  are  located  at  the  following  areas: 
North  Common,  Atherton,  Belvidere,  Temple,  Sullivan  Park,  South  Com- 
mon, and  Textile.  The  court  at  Belvidere  is  marked  so  it  can  also  be  used  as 
a    shuflfle    board    area. 

These  courts  are  used  daily  by  our  children.  Even  in  the  Winter  some 
of  the  boys  shovel  the  courts  off  so  they  can  use  them. 

COMMUNITY  BUILDING 

The  Community  Buildings  on  Crown  Hill  and  Lake  Street  were  used 
constantly  this  year.  The  buildings  were  used  by  the  Arts  and  Craft  As- 
sociation, Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Boy  Scout  Leaders,  Girl  Scout  Leaders 
class.  Physically  Handicapped,  Artist  Club,  Cancer  Society,  Barber  Shop 
Singers,  Nashua  Library,  Retired  Railroad  Workers,  St.  Joseph  Parish 
Organizations,  and  several  other  community  groups  who  held  meetings 
during  the  year. 

The  schedule  was  arranged  so  we  did  not  have  any  conflicts  at  the 
building. 

DISPLAY 

At  the  close  of  the  playground  season  a  display  of  the  handicraft  work 
done  on  playgrounds  was  in  the  window  of  the  Public  Service  Co.  In  Con- 
junction with  the  display,  pictures  of  our  activities  were  shown  as  well  as 
the  equipment  we  used  in  our  recreational  program. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

A  new  Merry-Go-Round  was  installed  at  the  Atherton  Avenue  play- 
ground this  season.  Eight  of  our  playgrounds  have  this  piece  of  apparatus  at 
the  present  time. 

We  equipped  our  Ward  League  and  Minor  League  with  45  new  uni- 
forms. 

BOSTON  TRIP 

At  the  close  of  the  softball  and  baseball  season  all  the  members  of  the 
Minor  League,  Ward  League,  and  Girls  Softball  League,  were  guests  of  the 
Red  Sox  Management  at  a  baseball  game  in  Boston.  Eight  busses  were  used 
to  transport  400  boys  and  girls  to  Boston.  Tickets  for  the  game  were 
obtained  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Fred  Dobens,  Editor  of  the  Nashua 
Telegraph. 
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BANQUETS 

The  annual  banquet  for  the  members  of  the  Girls  Softball  League  was 
held  at  the  Ladies  of  Charity  Foyer,  on  Thursday,  October  25,  1956.  Mem- 
bers of  the  league,  team  managers,  members  of  the  Park  Recreation  Com- 
mission, Mayor  Lester  H.  Burnham,  and  invited  guests  were  present. 

Chairman  Oliver  J.  Dambroise  was  toastmaster  and  the  invocation  was 
given  by  Rev.  Harold  E.  Burchett.  President  Francis  LaFlamme  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  extended  the  greetings  of  the  city. 

Miss  Margaret  Bourdon,  President  of  the  V.  F.  W.  Auxiliary,  presented 
Chairman  Oliver  J.  Dambroise  the  V.  F.  W.  Auxiliary  Trophy  which  will 
be  awarded  each  year  to  the  league  champions.

The  Board  for  the  Examination  of  Plumbers  respectfully  submits  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,   1956. 

The  membership  of  the  Board  consisted  of  the  following:  Chairman 
Alcide  Turcotte,  Master  Plumber;  Edward  T.  Hodge,  Journeyman  Plumber: 
A.  E.  Maynard,  City  Engineer,  Secretary — Retired  July  1st,  1956;  Joel  B. 
Hill,  City  Engineer — Starting  December  1st,  1956;  S.  Raymond  Desmarais. 
Plumbing  Inspector — Retired  December  1st,  1956. 

The  regular  meetings  were  held  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  except 
from  June  to  September.  Eleven  examinations  to  pass  upon  the  fitness  of  six 
applicants  for  plumbing  license  were  held.  Four  were  licensed  as  Journey- 
man Plumbers  and  two  as  Master  Plumbers.  Five  applicants  were  denied  a 
license. 

There  were  thirty-three  Master  Plumber  Licenses  and  sixty-two  Jour- 
neyman Plumber  Licenses  issued  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  886  inspections  in  465  buildings  were  made  during  the  year. 

Seventy-nine  plumbing  law  violations  were  investigated  and  corrected.

Gentlemen: 

The  Police  Commission  of  the  City  of  Nashua  herewith  submits  its  re- 
port for  the  year  1956. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  year  1956  amounted  to  $269,556.20. 
The  Department  expended  $261,381.56,  leaving  a  balance  of  $8,174.64. 

The  most  urgent  problem  confronting  this  Commission  is  the  recruiting 
of  competent  personnel  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  resignations,  retirement 
and  death.  This  problem  is  not  only  a  local  one  but  confronts  police  ad- 
ministrators on  all  levels  and  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 

We  agree  that  police  work  is  a  young  man's  job.  To  interest  young 
men  between  the  ages  of  21  and  31  in  making  police  work  a  career  we  must 
be  in  a  position  to  compete  with  business  and  industry.  If  the  applicant  is 
a  single  man  he  is  primarily  interested  in  his  take  home  pay  and  the  number 
of  hours  he  has  to  work  for  it.  If  the  applicant  is  a  married  man  he  is  also 
interested  in  certain  fringe  benefits  such  as  widow's  and  children's  pro- 
visions, retirement  and  other  fringe  benefits  which  are  oflfered  him  by 
private   industry. 

Confronted  with  this  competition  we  cannot  hope  to  attract  the  type  of 
personnel  we  desire  until  the  salaries  are  commensurate  with  what  is  being 
paid  in  other  occupations  in  this  area.  It  stands  to  reason  that  the  more  we 
are  able  to  offer  an  applicant,  the  more  selective  we  can  be.  The  more 
selective  we  are  the  quicker  our  standards  will  be  raised.  Nashua,  and  for 
that  matter,  the  entire  country  is  doing  very  well  economically.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  business  generally  in  1956  far  surpassed  1955.  With  business  and 
employment  at  an  all  time  high  the  disturbing  question  being  asked  in  law 
enforcement  circles  is:  —  "Why  do  major  crimes  keep  rising  in  these  boom 
times  in  the  most  prosperous  nation  on  earth?"  The  total  major  crimes  for 
the  year  1956  is  not  yet  available  but  it  is  estimated  they  will  total 
2,534,000.  That  is  267,000  more  than  the  1954  total  of  2,267,000.  There 
were  2,262,000  major  crimes  in  1955.  With  the  continued  shortage  in  man- 
power it  is  our  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  skill  of  our  per- 
sonnel to  meet  the  challenge  inferred  in  the  above  question.  To  do  this  we 
must  train,  train,  train. 

The  Commission  detailed  Inspector  Ray  C.  Wesson  to  attend  the 
twelve  weeks'  course  of  instruction  at  the  F.  B.  I.  National  Academy  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Other  members  of  the  Department  who  have  graduated 
are  Chief  J.  L.  Regan,  Capt.  John  A.  Webster,  Capt.  Philip  J.  McLaughlin 
and  Inspector  Alphonse  Zapenas. 
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This  Department  was  host  to  the  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  N.  H. 
Police  Officers  Training  School.  This  school  is  sponsored  by  the  N.  H. 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and  is  held  annually  in  Nashua.  There  were 
twenty-five  officers  in  attendance  from  the  following  Departments:  State 
Police,  Motor  Vehicle  Department,  Concord,  Goffstown,  Keene,  Nashua, 
Portsmouth,  Rochester  and  Manchester.  At  the  completion  of  this  two 
weeks'  training  period,  certificates  were  awarded  to  the  graduates  by  the 
President  of  the  Chiefs  of  Police  Association. 

The  School  Crossing  Guards,  now  numbering  fifteen,  continue  to  main- 
tain their  high  standards  and  in  our  opinion  are  a  credit  to  the  community 
and  the  Department. 

The  Commission  regrets  to  report  the  death  of  Patrolman  Michael 
Latvis,  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  on  December  21,  1956.  Patrolman 
Latvis  was  responding  to  an  emergency  call  in  the  police  ambulance  and 
enroute  was  struck  by  another  vehicle.  He  died  in  a  Boston  hospital  the 
following  day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

December  31,  1956 
To  Mayor  Lester  H.  Burnham, 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
Gentlemen: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
1956. 

The  Board  met  on  January  11,  1956,  with  Assessors  Victor  C.  Du- 
Varney,  David  P.  Stevens  and  M.  Joseph  Sullivan  present.  At  the  organiza- 
tion meeting  Victor  C.  DuVarney  was  re-elected  chairman  and  Louis  A. 
Richard  and  Gladys  N.  Clement  re-elected  clerks. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  1956  set  new  records  and  showed  continued  increased  activity 
in  all  departments. 

The  Assessors  mailed  out  7,986  inventories  to  property  owners,  manu- 
facturers, stores  and  others.  This  was  an  increase  of  360  over  the  number 
of  inventories  mailed  in  1955. 

The  total  valuation  of  the  City  of  Nashua  for  1956  reached  an  all  time 
high  of  $57,909,394  an  increase  of  $2,209,064.  over  1955.  The  tax  rate  for 
1956,  as  approved  by  the  State  Tax  Commission,  was  $53.30,  an  increase 
of  $2.20. 

Applications  for  the  $1,000  exemption  for  Veterans  again  showed  a 
decided  increase  and  reached  1839  which  was  134  more  than  in  1955.  The 
exemptions  granted  Veterans,  under  the  law,  reached  an  all  time  high  of 
$1,844,560,  or  $124,100  above  the  1955  figure.  There  were  4,457  Veterans 
exempted  from  paying  poll  taxes. 

There  were  17,  649  persons  listed  for  poll  taxes,  an  increase  of  578  over 
1955  and  there  were  22,106  listed  for  payment  of  head  taxes,  an  increase  of 
740  over  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  1956  there  were  1,720  property  transfers  and  this 
made  additional  work  in  copying  of  the  1,720  deeds  and  making  a  similar 
number  of  changes  and  additions  to  our  records  and  also  a  number  of  map 
changes. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  made  1,195  inspections  of  property,  including 
new  buildings  and  buildings  where  additions  were  made  or  other  changes, 
making  necessary  additional  or  adjustment  in  valuation  figures. 

Board  members  also  visited  122  manufacturing  plants  and  checked 
on  312  stores  or  other  places  of  business  to  check  stock  in  trade  inventories 
and  also  check  on  any  changes  in  ownership  or  new  places  of  business 
which  opened  during  the  year.  There  were  also  82  calls  at  farms  to  check 
on  livestock  and  equipment. 

During  the  year  97  hearings  were  held  on  requests  for  abatements  or 
adjustments.  Actually  but  28  abatements  were  granted.  In  the  case  of  13 
requests  for  abatements,  it  was  found  they  were  assessed  to  wrong  owners 
so  the  property  in  question  was  reassessed  to  the  rightful  owner.  The  Board 
also  corrected  applications  of  16  Veterans,  some  of  whom  had  failed  to  give 
sufficient  information  in  filing  or  others  where  a  mistake  had  been  made 
in  the  application.  After  proper  corrections  and  information,  the  exemptions 
were  granted  the  Veterans. 

In  addition  to  listing  all  property  sales  and  making  necessary  changes 
in  our  records,  the  Assessors  have  continued  to  list  all  mortgages  recorded 
and  compiled  information  on  manufacturing  plants  and  other  business  es- 
tablishments. 

The  Assessors  office  has  also  compiled  a  list  of  all  tax  exempt  property, 
including  land  and  buildings  owned  by  the  City,  County,  State  and  Federal 
government,  churches,  religious  groups  and  charitable  institutions.  Tax 
exempt  property  for  1956  was  valued  at  $3,246,501. 
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Members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  have  assisted  representatives  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission  on  several  occassions  during  their  visits  to  Nashua 
to  check  on  assessments  and  \aluations  for  the  purpose  of  determining  equal- 
ization figures. 

Work  is  continuing  on  renewal  of  rural  maps,  in  co-operation  with  the 
City  Engineer's  office.  Some  of  this  work  has  been  delayed  due  to  changes 
in  the  Engineer's  office  in  1956.  Several  maps  were  completed  during  the 
year  and  it  is  expected  that  others  will  be  completed  in  1957  and  eventually 
all  rural  maps  will  be  completed  and  new  copies  made. 

During  the  year  the  Assessors,  or  members  of  the  office  staff,  answered 
a  large  number  of  telephone  calls  for  requests  for  information  regarding 
property  owners,  names  and  addresses,  assessments,  amount  of  taxes,  size  of 
lots,  and  so  forth.  Again  as  in  previous  years,  many  persons  called  in  person 
at  the  office  to  check  records,  maps  , ownership,  transfers,  assessments  and 
other  information  regarding  property.

The  corner  of  Canal  &  Tolles  Streets   (northeast)   was  rounded,  the  owner 
of  abutting  property  deeding  necessary  land. 

BRIDGE 

The  pedestrian  walk  on  Railroad  Bridge  across  Nashua  River  (from 
Canal  Street  to  Temple  Street)  was  repaired  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road. The  cost  of  maintenance  of  this  walk  is  assessed  to  the  City  and 
Railroad  on  a  50-50  basis. 

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

We  have  a  number  of  old  sewers  requiring  renewal  and  an  effort  will 
have  to  be  made  to  take  care  of  some  of  these  every  year.  Most  of  our 
sewer  construction  was  to  service  new  homes  built  beyond  the  end  of  sewer 
lines  and  in  connection  with  new  land  developments. 

With  the  building  of  new  homes  continuing  unabated,  we  may  expect 
a  constant  demand  for  sewer  e.xtensions  for  some  years  to  come. 

SEWER  PUMPING  STATIONS 

We  are  operating  two  pumping  stations  at  the  present.  The  Bridge 
Street — Flood  Control  Station  constructed  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
control  the  flood  waters  of  the  Merrimack  and  Nashua  Rivers  is  now  main- 
tained by  the  City  of  Nashua.  The  South  of  Lake  Street  Pumping  Station 
is  the  first  station  built  and  operated  to  provide  sewerage  service  for  areas 
on  the  outskirts  of  City.  These  areas  are  too  low  for  gravity  flow  into  our 
present  system. 

Work  has  been  started  on  two  new  pumping  stations  on  Lund  Road 
and  Watson  Street.    We  expect  these  to  be  in  service  next  year.
